Jan. 3.—The positions 
of the Japanese and R ussian arm ies 
south of Mukden have not been ma 
terially changed during the past two 
months. 
In few places are the lines 
m ore than a mile apart, and they are 
so close before the Japanese left that 
loud talking In the Russian trenches 
can be plainly heard. 
Though the 
R ussians became very quiet during the 
first 
half of December, they 
have 
renewed the bom bardm ent of the Ja p­ 
anese center and left in the past fort 
night and they have selected several 
points to which they devote the most 
attention. 
The Japanese usually lie low in their 
trenches and rem ain silent. 
Often 
several hundred shells will be fired in 
a day w ithout doing any dam age, al­ 
though occasionally a shell strikes an 
exposed group or kills some careless 
soldier. 
Almost every hour of the day 
or night artillery is booming or rifles 
are 
popping 
som ew here 
along 
the 
lines. 
The 
R ussian 
bom bardm ent 
usually begins before noon and con­ 
tinues until sunset, but it Is often re­ 
sum ed from m idnight to the breaking 
of day . 
Frequently sorties are made by the 
com panies or by detachm ent when the 
fighting becomes severe. 
Both arm ies 
are using the hanu grenades as one 
of their regular weapons for close 
fighting. 
R eeonnoltering forces con­ 
stantly patrol 
the country on both 
flanks 
to 
guard 
against 
offensive 
m ovem ents, and to protect the auxili­ 
ary lines of com m unication. 
The R us­ 
sians obtain quantities of supplies 
from Sinm im m , thirty m iles w est of 
Mukden, w here the Chinese branch 
railroad ends, and they m ust protect 
the roads leading to that point, while 
the Japanese guard the highw ay s to 
the Yalu river. 
The barren surface 
of the land and the rem arkably clear 
atm osphere make surprises alm ost im ­ 
possible. 
The 
fields 
are

shrubbery or other cover for the troops 
and the hills 
are bare and rocky 
T here are no forests w ithin the ares 
of operations and trees are few and 
widely scattered. 
The only cover for 
moving troops are the deep ravine* 
which seam the country .

seldom a cloud In the sky and the 
nights, even when the moon is not in 
evidence, are bright and starlit. 
The 
w eather continues to be evenly cold, 
with no sudden change. 
All the soldiers on the front live In 
underground huts, which are heated 
with charcoal.
